Bureau of Public Health to B« At- 


tached to Treasury Department.

Memphis, Tenu., Nov. 18.—At t,he 


National quarantine convention to- 
day, Dr. S. D. Robbins, of Missis- 
sippi,read a paper urging the annexa- 
tion of Cuba and use of modern sani- 
tation there as the best means of pro- 
tecting the United States from visit- 
ations of yellow fever. He contended 
that the United States marine hos- 
pital service could eradicate yellow 
fever from Cuba and thus save all 
trouble elsewhere. 


The committee on resolutions re- 


ported favoring the establishment of 
a national bureau of public health 'in 
the 
United States treasury, whi'ch 


shall administer all public health 
functions now exercised by authority 
of the United States, and that sanf- 
tary authorities of the several states 
have aclvisary council in 
bureau. 


One member from each state was ap- 
pointed by the state authorities for 
the proposed encountered opposition, 
but no action was taken before recess.

Washington, Nov. 18.—A lengthy 


session wus ii-e!d by the Anglo-Ameri- 
can commission, now iu session here 
to adjust differences between United 
states aud Canada, upon two subjects 
which are regarded its of most, impor- 
tance, namely, tlio North Atlantic fish- 
eries and reciprocity. The fisheries 
ivuestloa was practically taken up for 
the first time, and it was quite defi- 
nitely understood that the position of 
r.he Canadian government was made 
clear as favorable to granting enlarged 
rights to American fishermen in Cana- 
dian waters of the North Atlantic, if !a 
rctnrn Canadian fish tire admitted free 
of duty to American markets. 


The fisheries contention is of long 


standing, and aside from Us impor- 
tance to tho commerce of the New 
England and Canadian coast, 5t is said 
10 give tlie basis for a possible serious 
-lonflict between this country and Great 
Britain. Wearied by the length of the 
••ontroversy, Canada of late has Inti- 
mated that in cuso it remained open 
recourse might bo taken to the seizure 
of American lisliing vessels in Cana- 
dian waters. Thia doubtless would 
lead to serious international compli- 
cations. This has been .the view of 
members of the commission, and as a 
result they are exceedingly anxious 
co secure a settlement of this question. 


There is some likelihood, it Is under- 


stood here, of a commission of Ameri- 
can, Canadian and English lawyers be- 
ing appointed to determine the mean- 
ing of tho treaty of 1818, which gov- 
erns these fishery rights. The sugges- 
tion of this international body has 
ocwnc, it Is understood, from Lord Her- 
ochell. Should such a body be ap- 
oointed it would do away -with the 
chance of any collision occurring be- 
tween the Canadian officials and Amer- 
ican fishing vessels 
during the ap- 


proaching fishing season. 


As to tho reciprocity treaty, it haa 


Jereloped that while some progress is 
being made in considering certain ar- 
ticles which will be the basis of reci- 
procity, yet the American commission 
«CB are likely to Insist, as a preliminary 
to any reciprocity, that Canada shall 
Tripe out that feature of her tariff law 
which gives Great Britain a preference 
of 25 per cent on all tariff duties. If 
this important concession is made by 
Canada, 
and 
conceded 
by 
Lord 


Herschell, who is looking after the in- 
terests of Great Britain, then It is said 
that a reciprocity list probably will be 
Agreed upon. Without the abolition of 
preferential rates to Great Britain the 
opinion is very positively expressed 
•hat a reciprocity agreement cannot 
bo reached.
